Adequate  classroom  facilities,  and  a 
devoted  able  faculty  provide  the  back- 
ground for  the  educational  program  at 
Pikeville  College.

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With  the  beginning  of  school,  it  was  recommended  by  the  new  Acting 
Chairman  of  the  Division  of  Social  Studies  that  an  attempt  be  made  to  found 
a  Chapter  of  Phi  Alpha  Theta  on  the  PikeviUe  College  campus.  Other  mem- 
bers of  the  History  Department  were  agreeable  to  this  suggestion  and  have 
worked  toward  it. 

On  March  2,  1965,  Phi  Alpha  Theta,  the  first  honorary  society  at  Pikeville 
College  was  initiated.  The  charter  members  were  installed  by  Dr.  Thomas 
D.  Clark  of  the  University  of  Kentucky  in  an  impressive  ceremony  in  Faith 
Chapel.  Phi  Alpha  Theta  is  a  national  honor  society  in  history  whose  scho- 
lastic requirements  are  second  only  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa.  To  be  eligible  for 
membership  a  student  must  have  completed  at  least  twelve  semester  hours 
of  history  with  a  3.1  average  or  better  and  must  rank  in  the  upper  thirty-fifth 
per  cent  of  his  class. 

It  is  expected  that  a  Chapter  of  Phi  Alpha  Theta  on  this  campus  will  be 
a  stimulus  to  increase  the  prevailing  interest  in  history,  to  increase  the  intel- 
lectual atmosphere  of  the  campus,  and  to  help  to  make  Pikeville  College  into 
more  of  a  community  of  scholars.

Pikeville  College's  1964-65  cage  team  was  on  the  short  end  of  the  scoring 
most  of  the  time  but  was  one  of  the  best  hustling  teams  in  years.  PC  won 
eight  and  lost  twelve  for  the  season,  and  placed  in  the  KIAC  with  a  2-8  mark. 

Five  of  the  squad  members  were  freshmen  who  gained  valuable  experience 
in  their  first  campaign.  Veterans  Doug  Fuller  and  Don  Blair  provided  the 
rebounding  with  the  bulk  of  the  scoring  by  Terry  Epling  and  Chuch  Taylor. 

Individual  one-game  high  marks  for  the -season  found  Terry  Epling  scoring 
the  most  points  with  thirty-five  against  Cumberland  College.
